By the large Treaty betwixt the Kingdoms of Scot/and and England, 
it iS provided, That if any Armies be leavied in any of the Kingdoms, 
and the neighbour Kingdom thereby harmed or wronged , thatthen 
the Eſtates of che Country by which itis done ſhall be obligedropur- 
ſue, take, and puniſh the offenders with all rigour. The King 
of Scotland hath divers times deſired the performance of this Aniclt, 
and in particular the Parliamenc of Scotland upon the 16. of Jnr, 
1647. To which the Houſes in their Letter of the 27. of Fanayit- 
gaged themſelves to the Parliament of Scotland; Thar the Engliſh Gi 
riſons being delivered up, and the Scottiſh Army marched out of Fu: 
land, they ſhould takethar defire into ſpeedy conſideration. Vpontie 
16. of Fuly, $647. the Scottiſh Commiſsioners deſired pertormanc 
hereof. But through the prevalency and power of the Sectaries, not 
paration, ſatisfaction nor anſwer was given.
